The Letter Football Game 




Upon recommendation of Coach Quigley of the football squad 
and Bryan Morse, director of student activities, the Student Coun- 
cil has passed an amendment to the by-laws to the effect that any 
member of the football squad playing in the Catholic University 
game of this year is eligible to receive a letter. This is an addition 
to the by-law which provides that only men who have played in 
three-fifth of the quarters or in five games are eligible to receive 
this distinction. 

This system is employed in practically all of the large univer- 
sities and is a notable innovation here. It gives every man two 
chances to get his letter, insures a larger number of men for 
working material, and will instill more zeal into the work. It will 
enable the coach to place his best men in all the games and will 
allow him to be unbiased in the selection of men for letters. More 
enthusiasm for football will be infused into the students, and all 
interests will rise to a climax impossible to have been heightened 
in any other way. 

The Student Council will have final jurisdiction in the donation 
of these letter awards. This will provide against including in this 
list any man who is not really a bona fide student and justified in 
receiving the letter. There is no doubt but that this is the best 
method to be employed. Let us hope it meets with success in 
raising the standard of our team.

Playing a mediocre game, with the 
fight and punch which has been evi- 
dent In previous games missing, the 
G. W. U. eleven was held to a 7 — 7 tie 
by the Gallaudet team at American 
League Park last Friday, November 
11. The only outstanding features of 
the game were the defensive play of 
ihe local eleven and the Individual 
work of "Dlnty" Hughe! of the Hatch- 
etites and LaFountaln for the silent 
boys. 

Overconfidence, lack of ability to 
hold the ball, and a series of bad 
breaks in the game is the reason why 
Gallaudet today Is celebrating a "vie. 
tory" over the Hatchetue team. The 
first break in the game came in the 
first few minutes of play when Capt. 
Springston, who failed to play up to 
his usual standard, fumbled and Gal- 
laudet.’s alert halfback, Gelpp, grabbed 
the pigskin and dashed 50 yards to a 
touchdown. LaFountaln added the ex- 
tra point. 

The home boys’ score came as the 
result of a 15-yard penalty and by the 
individual work of "Dlnty” Hughes. 
With the ball on his own 10-yard line. 
1-aFountain dropped back to kick and 
Hughes tore a big hole through the 
line, threw himself at the kicker, and 
blocked the attempted kick with his 
face. The ball bounded behind the 
goal line and Jawish bounced on It for 
six points. After recovering from the 
blow Hughes kicked the goal. 

It wasn’t until the last period that 
G. W. showed anvthing.like the attack 
that fought Georgetown to a stand- 
still. With Loehler and 1 Crouch smash 
ins the tackles and with the aerial at- 
tack working to perfefction. the ball 
was three times carried to the Gallau- 
det 10-vard mark, but the team lacked 
the punch to carry it over. 

Springston missed one try for a field 
goal and Hughes missed two. Ptak 
played a creditable game at end, and 
Crouch and Loehler hit the line in fine 
style, but, with Hughes, these were the 
only men who played real football.

Trusts** Will Hsar Proposal To Bo- 

cure New Quarters by Endowment 
Drive; Need Teachers. 

President Hodgkins, outlining the 
policy of the administration at the 
faculty meeting Wednesday evening, 
showed the urgency of providing extra 
equipment for George Washington Uni- 
versity. 

Acting upon the President’s sugges- 
tion, the executive committee will 
meet this week to discuss with him 
the details of the endowment cam- 
paign which would enable the Univer- 
sity to secure buildings and Instruc- 
tors to care for Its growing needs. The 
conimittee will lay the plan before the 
trustees November 22, who will decide 
whether such a campaign shall be ! 
started. 

“If business conditions are favor- 1 
able," Prof. Croissant commented, "it 
is quite likely the campaign will be 
undertaken. But It Is to be purely 
local, no one being asked to contribute 
except the friends of the University 
and alumni here In Washington. The 
success of the local campaign will de- 
termine Its extension into a national 
campaign. So the great national In- 
stitution that George Washington 
might become must be the outgrowth 
of a strong local institution. 

"In the event the campaign Is start- 
ed. If the students get whole-heartedly 
behind the movement they will be do- 
ing more to give the University its 
rightful place among the leading 
schools of the country than by any 
other way In which they could lend 
their cooperation.” 

Speaking of the necessity for funds, 
Prof. Croissant said: "We need in- 
structors. Our sections are too crowd- 
ed. If the classes were smaller the 
personal relations between student 
and teacher would Intensify the value 
of the instruction. But every available 
room Is occupied now. If we had the 
instructors, we still would have no 
place to put them. We must have 
more buildings in order to grow.” 

It s notable that Goucber College of 
Baltimore has recently launched a six- 
million dollar endowment fund cam- 
paign. They hope to secure from each 
aiumna about $31)0, either by personal 
subscription or canvass. Vassar has 
found it a convenient season for a 
similar project.
